Murderer Stuns Victim witha 
Hammer, Ties Body to 
Couch, Pours Alcohol 
on Clothing. 


RISKS LIVES TO HIDE DEED 


Destruction of Minneapolis Hos- 
telry, Aimed At to Cover 
Fiendish Crime, Just 
Averted. 


Minneapolis, Minn., July 10,—[Special.J)— 
While she slept in her room in the National 
hotel here today, a woman, believed to be 
Miss Nellie Elliston of Elisworth, Wis., was 
murdered in a peculiarly atrocious manner, 
The woman’s head was crushed with a ham- 
mer blow, the body tied to a couch which was 
saturated with wood alcohol, then set afire. 

The discovery of smoke and flames issuing 
from the room revealed the murder. While 
employés were beating out the fire the wom- 
an recovered long enough to utter the words 
“ Elliston, Elisworth." ‘Then she died. The 
Upper part of the body was terribly burned. 
Later physicians said the wounds on the 
head were sufficient to cause death. 

A man who registered at the hotel as “* M. 
P. Wilson, Milwaukee,” end occupied a 
room directly over that of the woman, is 
believed by the police to be the murderer. He 
was seen running from the woman’s room a 
few minutes before the fire was discovered. 
He instantly left the hotel, carrying two 
grips. The police have been unable to trace 
him. 

Murder Deliberately Planned. 

The murdered woman arrived at the hotel 
Monday morning, and registered as “ Mrs. 
Johnson, Detroit.’""’ She was assigned to a 
room on the second floor. A few hours later 
* Wilson "’ arrived, and was given a room on 
the third floor, directly above the woman's. 
So far as is known the couple did not meet 
until the crime was committed. 

The police believe the murder was planned 
deliberately before either man or woman 
came to Minneapolis. But for the prompt 
action of the employés in breaking into the 
room in which the woman ret her death the 
hotel would have been destroyed by fire. It 
is the theory of the police that this was the 
intention of the murderer in order to conceal 
hie crime. 

Find Body in Burning Room. 

The fire and murder was discovered by A)- 
bert Boardman, check clerk, who saw smoke 
coming out of the window of the woman's 
room, Calling assistance, he rushed upsthirs, 
broke in the door, and, although greeted by a 
sheet of flames, rushed into the room, where 
the woman had fallen from the couch to her | 
hands and knees. Her body was enVéloped 
in flames And she was unconscious. Near her 
on the floor lay a hammer covered with blood 
and hair. 

The couch, which was smeared with blood, 
was on fire. On the dresser was a large bot- 
tle, which had. been filled with wood alcohol 
and was empty: The woman’s body and 
clothing had been thoroughly soaked with the 
alcohol before it was lighted. The woman's 
right temple and the side of the face were 
horribly crushed. Indications were that she 
had been asleep on the couch. 


Makes Death Certain by Fire. 

At the city hospital the doctors said death 
would have been caused by the hammer 
blows, even had she not been burned. 

At 8 o'clock this afternoon a chamber- 
maid on the third floor saw the man, who 
she declares was ‘‘ Wilson,”’ running up from 
the second floor. She saw him run down the 
hall and enter room 87 on the third floor, 
which was the room he occupied. Ten min- 
utes later she saw the man leave the room 
hurriedly, carrying two large grips. In less 
than ten minutes after this the fire was dis- 
covered and the woman found dead. 

There was no evidence of a struggle in the 
room and Chief of Police Doyle declares it 
was a cold blooded murder, which was fol- 
lowed by a dastardly attempt on the part of 
the murderer to cover up evidences of the 
crime by setting fire to the hotel, as the 
room was a mass of flames when the door 
was broken open. There was no panic. 


Slain as She Lay Asleep. 

The woman had evidently been sleeping 
face upwards and it was while taking a nap 
that the assassin crept in and struck her. 

The slayer then poured alcohol on her, 
using nearly a quart. He tied her to the 
couch and th@h applied a lighted match. 
Flames soon loosened the bonds and the half 
cremated woman rolled off the couch on her 
hands and knees. 

The entire detective and police force is 
eelirching Minneapolis and St. Paul for “Wil- 
son,”’ who was seen to leave the hotel shortly 
after the killing. It is known he purchased 
a ticket for Milwaukee at the Milwaukee 
station, a block distant from the hotel, be- 
tween 4 and 5 o'clock in the afternoon. 

The police are working on the theory that 
the woman had incurred her slayer’s hatred 
long before coming to the hotel and that he 
followed her to kill her. _ 

The identity of the woman was established 
late tonight by the Ellsworth (Wis.) police. 
A telephone message said the murdered wom- 
an was Miss Nellie Elliston, a milliner of 
Elisworth, Wis., and daughter of a farmer 
living about ten miles from Ejisworth. She 
left Ellsworth alone for Minneapolis. Noth- 
ing is known by her relatives as to her rela- 
tione with any man. 


CLIENTS’ LOSS OF $2,000,000 
LAID TO LAWYER NOW DEAD. 


Inquiry Started Into Affairs of English 
~ Solicitor Whose Speculations Brought 
Several Near Ruin. 


LONDON, July 10.—Official and other in- 
quiries are on foot regarding the affairs of 
Charles Cheston, a lawyer who died in May 
last after having lost, it is alleged, between 
$1,500,000 and $2,000,000 of his clients’ money. 
The main losses affect five or six, including 
Lord Amherst of Hackney. The latter had 
sold Didlington hall, Brandon, Norfolk, for 
a large sum of money, a considerable portion 
of which was held in the form of trust funds 
by Cheston. 

It was at first thought Lord Amherst was 
practically ruined. He, however, is not the 
hardest hit. The heaviest loser is said to be 
a woman, whose name its unknown, who is 
out $500,000 

It is alleged that Cheston's defaications ex- 
tended over several years and were largely 
the outcome of speculation in the stock ex- 
change, principally in mining shares. it is 
thought the inquiry will result in the prosé- 


eution of several persons who were privy to

Wine divided the women at a banquet last 
night in the Grand Pacific hotel. When 
glasses were filled with a fluid which was 
supposed to be champagne, but which later 
was declared to be “Sauternt® of a vintage be- 
fore the Chicago fire,’’ two women indignant- 
ly left the banquet table, others looked 
askance at their brimming glasses, and a 
coldness arose between the wine and the anti- 
wine elements. 

The banquet was given for the wives and 
daughters of the Hotel Men’s Mutual Bene- 
fit association. It was just as Mrs. M. A. 
Loring had concluded the address of wel- 
come that the trouble began. The “addrese '’ 
was embodied in @ poem written by Mrs, 
Loring, which concluded with the words: 

“Se I bid you a royal welcome. A royal 
welcome.”’ 

Ané the speaker raised her glass to her 
lips. 
Leave on Seeing Wine. 

Two women seated far from the speakers’ 
table glanced at the glasses before them, ap- 
parently for the first time, and recognized 
the general character of their contents. With- 
out a word they arose from their seats and 
The elder woman, who 
worea black dress, appeared to be the mother 
of her companion. 

“My husband has owned a hotel for twenty 
years and we never have had intoxicating 
I do not care to sit at a ban- 
quet table where they are served,’’ said the 
elder of the two departing women. “I had 
no idea that such drinks were being served, 
especially where there are young girls still 
in their teens, or I never should have come 
to the dinner at all. 

‘ Just look at that, as a consequence of the 
freedom here,” and the woman pointed toa 
young girl, apparently 16 years old “who was 
sipping the Hquid from her glass. “I am 
gure I could not permit any of my children 
to attend such a dinner.” 

Then the indignant woman called attention 
to the costumes worn by the guest#@at the 
banquet. Most of the women wor®g low neck 
gowns. 

“Tt never have seen such costumes before, 
and I want to say right here that they are 
shocking,’ she added. Then the two women 
walked to the elevator shaft and, seeing no 
car, walked down the stairs and out of ae 
hotel, refusing to tell their names, 


Some Side with Indignant Ones. 

The departure of the two women caused 
excitement among those who learned the 
reason for their action. Some of the guests 
pushed back their glasses in an emphatic 
manner apd criticised the members of the 
organization who had permitted the serving 
of wine without the consent of all. 

Others defended the serving and drinking 
of wine. ‘‘I don’t see why the women should 
have been so indignant. It really wasn’t 
champagne, it was sauterne, and mighty 
fine, too,”’ sald Mrs. Merthe Bohn, who acted 
as toastmistress. “It was of a vintage away 
back before tite Chicago fire, and I hope that 
those who drank ft appreciated what they 


were getting.

wine solemnly raised their glasses of water 
to their lips and drank the toast. 


Men’s Banquet at Auditerium. 


Goodfeliowship, without any criticism on 
the wine, marked the banquet 'of the hotel 
men given at the same hour in the Audl- 
torium. The merriment of the dinner con- 
tinued till nearly midnight, when President 
Frank Ewins of Kansas City introduced F. 
Willis Rice of Chicago, editor of the National 
Hotel Reporter, as toastmaster. Mr. Rice 
commented on the fact that this, the twenty- 
seventh annual banquet of the association, 
was the most successful of all. Then he 
announced that the usual festivities would be 
omitted for a more solefiin purpose—that of 
paying a tribute to the members of the society 
who had died during the last year. 

At this instant the lights were turned out 
and the clinking of glasses ceased. From the 
gayety of a few moments before the spirit

quartet sang: “I'm a Pilgrim, I'm a 
Stranger,’ while the 500 men rose in the 
darkness and @rank a toast to the “ absent ”’ 
members.

People who know Patrick J. Murray better 
than the mayor are not so sure about his 
zeal and care for the public interests.

His Former Jobs Jokes. 

His former jobs were jokes and his con- 
duct In them was taken as such.

Work on Boulevard Link. 


Work on the final link in Chicago's system 
of boulevardd will begin at once. The board 
authorized the secretary to advertise for bids 
for the improvement of Marshall boulevard 
from Douglas park to Thirty-first street, and 
Western avenue, where it will connect with 
the south side boulevard system.

CAUGHT ON A WINDOW LEDGE, 


John Byrnes Is Arrested as Alleged 
Robber After He Tries to Escape . 
by Jumping. 


Trapped in a room tn a downtown building, 
John Byrnes, 41 years old, said to be a former 
convict, last night mgde a futile attempt te 
escape by jumping from a second story win- 
dow at 185 Dearborn street.

RRBELS WIN IN BRAZIL, 


KILL PRESIDENT OF PROVINCE 
AND SEIZE GOVERNMENT. 


Matto Grosso Reported to Be in State 
of Revolution—Disaffection, After 
Growing for Several Months, Dur~ 
ing Which Several Towns Were 
Captured, Reaches the Chief City— 
Government Increases Forces in 
Field to 12,000 Men. 


RIO JANEIRO, Brazil, July. 10.—The revo- 
lutionists in the state of Matto Grosso have 
occupied the capital of the state, Cuyaba, 
murdered the president of the state, and 
seized the government. 

Matto Grosso borders on Bolivia, has an 
area of 532,200 square miles, and its popu- 
lation In 1890 was 92,827. 


Revolt Long Brewing. 


There have been reports for several months 
of a revolution in Matto Grosso. Telegrams 
from Ascuncion’ on May 24 reported that the 
Matto Grosso revolutionists, headed by Dr. 
Genereso Ponce, had captured the towns of 
Corumba, Santa Ana de Parahibo, and Pa- 
come and were then approaching Cuyabe, 
the capital. 

Gov. Paez, possibly the official mentioned 
above as president of the state, who is said 
to have been killed on May 10, arrested the 
chiefs of the revelutionists, but soon after- 
ward released them on their promise to re- 
frain from activity. 


Gains Strength Soon. 


Dispatches dated June 6 stated that the 
revolution was gaining strength. At that 
time the Brazilian warships Satellite and 
Presidente Morales were on the way to Mat- 
to Grosso, carrying two battalions of in- 
fantry, a regiment of cavalry, and a section 
of artillery, which would increase the force 
under command of Gen. Barreto to 12,000 
men. 

On June 10 it was reported that a revolu- 
tionary force of 3,000 well armed men was in 
— fleld and subsequently it was reported 
hat Cuyaba was invested by the rebelsafter 
a fight in which the federal troops had been 
defeated. 


ROOT’S AUTO BREAKS DOWN. 


Secretary and Party Become Stranded 
in Porto Rico and Telegraph 
for Assistance.

SAN JUAN, July 10.—Gov. Winthrop, Sec- 
retary Root, Auditor General Ward, and 
their wives, Miss Root, Naval! Aid Palmer, 
young Mr. Root, and Private Secretary Fra- 
zier took an automobile trip today along the 
military road.

CONSCRIPT ARMY FOR BRITAIN? 


Lord Roberts Sees Peril in Inability to 
Depend on Germany—Lord Milner 
Wants Universal Service. 


LONDON, July 10.—Gen. Lord Roberts 
brought up the question of army_reform to- 
day in the house of lords. He pointed out 
that Great Britain could not depend in the 


future upon her German ally,. whose assist- 
ance in the past was in large measure re- 
sponsible for the success of Great Britain’s 
wars. 

A prolonged and indecisive conflict result- 
ing from inadequate military organization, 
he said, assuredly would load the country 
with debt and taxation, which-would deprive 
the nation of that financial power on which 
the maintenance of the navy depended. 

Lord Milner reaffirmed his belief that uni- 
versaj military service was the only remedy.

Anatole Leroy-Beaulieu Is Pes- 


simistic Concerning the 
Future. 


THRONE MAY BE SAVED. 


But Altocracy, Hé Deelares, Is 
- Doomed; Jews Must Be 
Appeased. 


PARIS, July 10.—The situation in Russia 
is revolution—actual revolt that will not 
down in a year or ten years or twenty years, 
‘according to M. Anatole Leroy-Beaulieu, 
d@irector of the Institute of France, whose 
“History of Russia” is a recognized au- 
thority of affairs in Emperor Nicholas 
realm M. Leroy-Beaulieu, who lately re- 
turned from a trip through Russia, said: 

“Tt should be understood that the Rus- 
sian situation is one of actual revolution. 
-It is no crisis which can be measured by 


| days, weeks, or months, but is a vast and 
| complete transition, resembling that of the 


French revolution. 

“When I say revolution I do not mean 
that the monarchy is certain to be over- 
thrown, although it is possible that this 
may follow. The greater part of the lead- 
ers of the constitutional democracy desire 
to save the throne. from wreck, but they 
recognize that they are not masters of the 
future. 

“If the government does not satisfy the 
nation’s demands catastrophies of the grav- 
est nature are ahead for Russia. 

" Personally I think that the overthrow of 
the throne would be a great disaster, for that 
would mean anarchy and probably civil war.” 


Autocracy Doomed, He Says. 


M. Leroy-Beaulieu was asked if the pres- 
ervation of the throne meant @ continuation 
of the autocracy. 

“By no means,’ he replied. “ On the con- 
trary, arbitrary autocracy is doomed. In- 
deed,.the disappearance of the autocracy is 
inevitable as civilization advances and the 
theory of government changes from the 
primitive idea that power descends from the 
ruler to the people to the more enlightened 
view that power ascends from the people to 
the ruler. 

“All that the present monarehy can save 
at the best is power within constitutional or 
well defined limits. 

M. Leroy Beaulieu then discussed the agra- 
rian and other leading questions. The land, 
he said, was the most difficult question, ow- 
ing to an intense feeling among the peas- 
ants. The government had counted on the 
peasants, who were considered to be devoted 
to the emperor and the church, but, having 
received a portion of the lands as a result 
of the emancipation of the serfs, the peas- 
ants now expert more. 

“The question of nationality is almost 
equally difficult,” continued M. Leroy Beau- 
lieu, *‘ for inasmuch as Finland secured au- 
tonomy Poland and other sections of the em- 
pire demand it. They all, doubtless, are en- 
titled to the same liberty, but I believe in 
leaving to future determination which of 
these peoples has enough national cohesion 
and enough maturity to be intrusted with 
autonomy.’’ 


Jews Bound to Have Liberty. 


When questioned concerning the Jewish 
question M. Leroy Beaulieu spoke of his ob- 
servations during his recent travels in Rus- 
sia, where he was struck with the tenacity 
with which the Jews demand the same civil 
and political rights as Christians. 

“There are 5,000,000 Jews in Russia,” he 
said, “and if eo many of them are among 
tne revolutionists the reason is to be found 
in the exceptional laws to which they are 
The Jews thus become 
irreconcilable adversaries of the government, 
which obstinately refuses them the rights ac- 
corded to other people in the country. 

“ Thus,the reactionists count on the Jews. 
This is why the police incite brutalities 
against the Jews, like those at Bialystok. 

* Even if the ministers are not directly re- 
sponsible the local police organize these 
butcheries, which proceed under the benevo- 
lent silence of the administration. 

** When I visited Russia plans for uprisings 
against the Jews were announced every- 
where. The subsequent action merely realized 
what I fully anticipated. 

“The sole means to end the uprisings and 
bring about the withdrawal of the Jewish 
masses from the revolutionary propaganda is 
to atcord them equality before the law. The 
Russian parliament demands this, but the 
government hesitates, persisting in consid- 
ering the Jews to be the principal organizers 
of the revohution.’’ 

Reforms That Are Needed. 

M. Leroy Beaulieu further outlined the 
urgent need of reform in the bureaucracy 
which, he says, is beyond expression an ar- 
bitrary power, and also the euppression of 
arbitrary arrests and the complete transfor- 
mation of the personnel of the functionaries, 
who were blindly committed to the old 
régime abuses. 

In conclusion M. Leroy Beaulieu said: 

‘*I am inclined to believe that this revolu- 
tion will continue in various stages of in- 
tensity for ten and perhaps twenty years, 
owing to the magnitude of the questions in- 
volved and the dangers along the way. 

‘For the present the emperor's choice of 
a liberal ministry appears to be the best 
means of averting a revolution, with a pos- 
sible overthrow of the dynasty.”’

Sends Message to English Federation 
ef Grocers Declaring That Protest 
Can Be Made to This Nation if 
Tinned Goods Are Not Fit in All 
Respects — British Food Factories 
Found to Be in Filthy Condition 
on Inspection. ; 


SHEFFIELD, Eng., July 10.—The Grocers’ 
Federation, in annual conference here, has 
ey ‘ane a communication from Ambassador 
Whitelaw Reid inclosing this message from 
President Roosevelt: 

You are at liberty to Inform the Grocers’ Federa- 
tion that under the new law we can and will guar- 
antee the fitness in all respects of tinned meats 
bearing the government stamp. If any trouble 
arises therewith protest can at once be made not 
merely to the sellers of the goods, but to the 
United States government itself. . 

The secretary of the federation stated that 
President Roosevelt's message was in reply 
to one sent him orbehalf of the federation, 
saying trade was almost paralyzed, that 
dealers must be ageured of the wholesome 
character of tinned goods, or otherwise they 
would have to stop stocking up with Amer- 
ican brands. The speaker hoped the pablii- 
cation of the president's. measage would lead 
to a revival of the trade which has been in- 
jured so seriously. He said the loss to mem- 
bers of the federation in the canned meat 
trade had been heavy. 


- One Thinks It Political Trick. 


The federation adopted a resolution thank 
ing President Roosevelt. There was only 
one vote dissent, that of J. F. Steel of 
Bolton, who thought the president might 
have gone about the matter more carefully, 
and considered that it was all a political 
move to steal Bryan’s thunder against the 
‘trusts. 

Drastic resolutions were referred to the 
committees, one of which pledged the gro- 
cers not to stock with American canned 
meats until the packers have initiated an 
inspection system guaranteeing the whole 
someness of their output. 

Britishers.who have been so indignant re- 
cently over the Chicago meat packing rev- 
elations were confronted today with the an- 
nual report of the inspector of factories and 
workshops in England which shows that the 
conditions here are quite as revolting. Dirty 
factories and disgusting methods seem to be 
the rule instead of the exception. 


Jam Factories Found Dirty. 


Jam factories, bakeries, and sausagemak- 
ers are all censured as being equally filthy, 
and the description of ome fits most of the 
others. Hefte is the report on a typical jam 
factory: | 

The boiling room lay between the yard and the 
stable and the horses reached the latter through the 
boiling room. The sanitary accommodation was 
hardly separated from the rooms where the fruit 
and uncovered jam were kept, and the floors were 
dirty and undrained. 

Inspectors of bakeries found that it wasa 
frequent custom to bathe 
them after the close of work on Saturdays, 
and the family’s weekly collection of dirty 
clothing was sorted in the bakeries for dis- 
patch to the laundry. The sausage facto- 
ries, says the report, are owned mostly by 
Germans and are ‘“‘ small, dilapidated, badly 
lit, and often are infested by rats.’’ 


To Sue Packers in Florida. 


Jacksonville, Fla., July 10.—[Special.}— 
County Solicitor Bryan announced in the 
Criminal] court today that he would file infor- 
mations against the Armours, the Cudahys, 
and the Swifts, charging them with restrain- 
ing the sale and controlling the price of meat 
in Duval county, Fla. 

The county solicitor filled indictments yes- 
terday against local dealers on the same 
charge. It was in connection with this case 
that the announcement of proceedings 
against the big packers was made. Gov. 
Broward will be asked to make requisition 
for thoge named. 

There is a law on the statute books of this 
state against restraining the sale and con- 
trolling the price of meatstuffs. The penalty 
for violation is a fine of $5,000 or one year 
in the penitentiary. or both.

Secretary: Wilson Declares 


After Inspection That Meats 
Will Be-Kept Pure. 


WORK PRACTICALLY OVER 


Will Finish Business Today and 
Proceed West to Visit Other 


Packing Centers. 


After listening all day yesterday to the 
reports — = inspectors of the packing 
business from every town in which that 
industry is important, James Wilson, secre- 


tary of agriculture, stated his position last 


night in the matter of the enforcement of 
federa] regulations. He said the government 
now purposes to be able to insure the perfect 
purity of all products put out by the large 
plants. 

To this end he will devote his entire sum- 
mer. including the vacation period, to visiting 
all the large packing cittes until he has made 
himself thoroughly acquainted with condl- 
tions in all their details. 

“The government label will be a United 
States guarantee,”’ he said, ‘and it will not 
be placed on last year’s birds’ nests, tattered 
hats, and old bushel baskets that have been 
kicking around the alley for the last year or 
two.”’ ’ 
“Reluctant to Discuss Reports. 

Secretary Wilson was reluctant to discuss 
the reports made to him by the thirty super- 
intendents of inspection who have been 
called from all over the country for this 
conference with him. 

When asked as to the general tone of these 
statements he said: : 

“ They come from all over the country and 
are as wide as the country itself. Still, there 
was nothing startling in them, and there 
were no extremes, although varying degrees 
of care in the manufacture of products was 
noticeable. 

“As for the report made by the Chicago 
superintendent, Mr. Bennett, I may say that 
I am glad that there was none of ‘ The 
Jungle’ material in it. Any supposition that 
Mr. Bennett is not a capable, honest, and 
thorough representative of the government 
is a mistake. I wish to say that he is one of 
the best of our men.” 


Begins to See Law at Work. 


After giving these replies to questions sub- 
mitted to him, the secretary said he was be- 
ginning to see the working out of the enforce- 
ment-.of the congressional bill. 

**'We have finished discussing the subject 
with the packers. The plan is still in a 
formative stage and to announce it now 
would be improper; but, whereas, in the past 
an ante-mortem and a post-mortem examl- 
nation of the carcass have been satisfactory, 
we shall soon see the time when! a ‘ block’ 
inspection will be but a part of the whole 
which will guard the manufacturing, the 
canning, and the preserving of meats from 

Rhe hoof into the finished product. I do not 
expect to learn so much that I could run the 
business, but I do intend to know to a cer- 
tainty when the finished article is pure be- 
yond the shadow of a doubt.” 

Mr. Wilson stated that he expected to be 
able to leave Chicago today, but he will not 
return to Washington at once. Instead he 
will go to Qmaha and Council Bluffs, whére 
the Cudahy plant and several branch houses 
of Chicago firms may receive portion of his 
attention. 


Wadsworth in Conference Here. 

A visitor, whose presence at the meetings 
between the secretary and his inspectors ex- 
cited? some comment, was Congressman 
James W. Wadsworth of New York, chair- 
man of the house committee on agriculture, 
who, with Lorimer, formed the nucleus of the 
opposition to the federal inspection bill. He 
arrived in Chicago yesterday morning, and 
went to the Transit house, where he was seen 
a part of the time in the company of Con- 
gressman Charles 8S. Wharton, the repre- 
sentative from the stockyards district. 

He told hie friends that the principal object 
in his visit was to see Secretary Wilson, but 
both he and the secretary declined to state 
the nature of the interview. He was pres- 
ent when a number of the inspectors gave 
their reports, and is said to have commented 
upon them. A friend with whom he talked at 
the Transit house said last evening that he 
left for Niagara Falis late in the afternoon. 

Secretary Wilson was closeted with his as- 
sistants and a few inepectors at his hotel last 
evening, and expects to hear additional re- 
ports before leaving the city today.

“I was too intelligent, though, not to un- 
derstand to what instincts such as I felt in 
myself led, and did not immediately suc- 
cumb to my desire to become a criminal. 

“I have never accomplished anything 
worthy in the annals of crime and probably 
never will. My offenses have all been of the 
minor sort because, like men who have the 
talent but fail to become great writers or In- 
ventors, I became siave to habit, which was 
stronger than ambition, stronger than the 
impelling force that would have made my 
name a household word as a criminal] if I 
had not fallen by the wayside, as so many 
others have done before me. 

“The years that I spent in studying crim- 
inals, therefore, have been practically 
wasted. What I learned from them I cannot 
use, unless there ig some way of breaking 
myself of the use of morphine. Still I am 
not ambitious enough to wish strongly for 
that. 

‘“‘T have passed many forged checks in 
many cities, but rarely was caught. I was too 
clever for the police, until I was dragged 
down by the ‘dope’ habit to where I am now.”

Women demanding flour caused a commotion 
at relief headquarters today that almost 
reached the proportions of a riot.

He said Dr. Devine 
had taken the matter up and ordered the 
supplies to meet all demands, but some mis- 
take in the delivery had caused all the 
trouble. They hoped to have the flour ready 
to meet the demands tomorrow.

Secretary of Company at Kansas City 
Practically Admits That It 
Controls the Prices. 


Kansas City, Mo., July 10.—In the investi- 
gation of the ice manufacturing concerns of 
this city, which County Prosecutor Kimball 
is trying to show form a trust in restraint of 
trade, Harry L. Burke, secretary of the Peo- 
ple’s Ice, Storage, and Fuel company, today 
practically admitted that his company dic- 
tates the price of ice In this city. 

Mr. Burke denied that he had authority to 
make prices for any other company. He 
simply fixed the price for his own company, 
and while he did not know, he said, that all 
the other companies promptly made the same 
price, he had not heard of anybody who had 
failed to follow his lead. 

He told how his company sometimes bought 
ice for $2 a ton and soldit for $5 without ever 
seeing the product. Witness said he was 
unable to tell the cost of production and de- 
clared that the supply and demand fixes the 
price of ice.

MISS NESBIT IS UNRULY. 


Former Employer Says He ‘Fired’ 
Her for Disobedience; Wit- 
ness Flees. 


New York. July 10.—{Special.}]—Harry 
Thaw will not allow his lawyers to put in 


jan insanity defense for him at his trial if 


he can help it. Thaw evidently has been get- 
ting excited over reports that his lawyerz 


are taking steps to prove him unsound of 


mind. He gave out personally at the Tombs 
tonight this statement, signed by himself: 

“T am informed by Mr. Olcott and Mr. 
Gruber that the interview with the latter 
in one of last evening’s papers quoting him 
(Gruber) to the effect that I am now insane 
and that a lunatic commission would be 
appointed to demonstrate that fact has no 
foundation whatever; that Mr, Gruber never 
made such @ statement and that no such 
course is contemplated. 

“Mr. Olcott further tells me that he did 
not go to Philadelphia for the purpose of 
seeing or Inquiring about Harriet Thaw or 
her alleged insanity, and that his visit had 
nothing whatever to do with the question 
of my mental condition or that of any mem- 
ber of my family.” 

Thaw signed this statement, which was 
typewritten, with the initials “ H. K. T.” tn 
pencil. The statement looks as if it might 
have been prepared in a lawyer's office, as 
it was written on legal cap. 


Woman Witness Defies Jerome.

Thaw, {t is declared, made open threats he 
would kill White, has left the state despite 
a district attorney’s subpcena. Her lawyer 


gave out a statement today that she would - 


be on hand when wanted by “ the duly con- 
stituted tribunal authorized to take testi- 
mony.’ This is considered a strong slap at 
District Attorney Jeromie and his methods 
of inquieition. 

J. B. Jordan, who was once a partner of 
George Lederer in “ The Wild Rosé” com- 
pany, and James Lederer were among those 
at the district attorney's office today. They 
were subpoenaed to appear again. 

Jordan let it be known that Miss Nesbit

French Lick, Ind., J uly 10.—[Special.]—The 
state of Indiana made another sensational 
move in the gambling cases of French Lick 
and West Baden today when the auditor 
of state and his deputy, accompanied by four 
expert accountants, went to the two hotels 
and demanded the books and records of the 
two hotel companies. The latter are vol- 
untary associations, and under the laws of 
the state all books, records, leases, and 
other matters connected with the business 
of the corporations are subject to examina- 
tion by the auditor? of state. 

The object in this instance, of course, is 
to get evidence on which~:to sustain the 
state’s charge in the receiv ership proceed- 
ings that Taggart and Sinclair were conver- 
sant with the fact that gambling was going 
on in the casinos; that the casinos were 
leased for the purpose for which they were 
used, and that the hotel companies received 
either part of the gambling profits repre- 
sented by a certain per cent or the build- 
ings were leased at figures which demon- 
strated that they were to be used for some- 
thing far more profitable than pool and 
billiard playing, as the proprietors claimed. 


Demand Covers All, Books. 


The demand of the state covered every 
book and paper in connection with the busi- 
ness of the two hotel companies, even to 
those showing who are the stockholders. 
how much stock each one owns, the board 
of directors and the minutes of their meet- 
ings, the leases of any part of the grounds 
or the buildings thereon, the inventories of 
the companies and the reports to stockhold- 
ers based thereon, and, in fact, everything 
that would tend to disclose the nature of the 
business in which the two companies are 
engaged. 

When the demand was made upon Taggart 
he met it with one of his blandest smiles.

September he has made a point of meeting 
reform leaders in the various countries he 
has visited. While in Russia, Bryan was in 
consultation many times with the leaders of 
the douma and seoured an insight into the 
turbulent affairs of the czar’s domain as they 
appear to the men who are now molding the 
future of the empire. Wishing aléo to gain 
an ineight into the workings of the douma, 
which is the embodiment of the Russian re- 
form movement, he attended the sessions of 
that body and took a keen interest in the 
problems it had under discussion. 
His Object Twofold. 

Bryan's study of these reform movements 
had a dual object. First, he wished to fa- 
miliarize himself with the methods different 
countries are employing to bring about the 
desired changes in civic and national govern- 
ment, and, secondly, it was to satisfy a setu- 
dent’s curtosity of what manifold problems 
the world presented. 

Bryan has found the reform element gain- 
ing strength in every land he has visited. He 
regards the prevailing spirit as working to- 
ward universal reform. From what he has 
learned during his travels the followers of 
the new movement have increased wonder- 
fully in recent years and their ranke are 
continuing to swell. 

Since coming to London he hae also kept 
in touch with the leaders of the reform party. 
One of the firét persons to call on him after 
his arrival was John Burne, who held a long 
congultation with Bryan regarding the cry 
for political and domestic virtue, which is 
geweeping over the world.

THE NEW SCHOOL BOARD. 

The school board for the coming year 
has been made up. Whatever ideas a ma- 
jority ef the trustees may have will be 
known in a few weeks at the farthest. There 
is an impression that the friends of the 
policies advocated by the teachers’ federa- 
tion will be in control. It is said that one 
feature of their program is to get legisla- 
tion under which double the present school 
fund may be raised. If this be true the tax- 
payers will have a word to say about the 
matter. They contribute liberally for school 
purposes and an attempt to double their 
taxes will meet with united opposition from 
them. 

It is said also that the program contem- 
plates the “ democratizing ”’ of the manage- 
ment of school affairs by giving the teachers 
more power, and, by abolishing regulations 
which are offensive to some of the teachers 
because exacting of them a high standard of 
efficiency. If such a program were to be 
carried out the schools would be demoralized 
and the children would suffer. The teachers 
are not hired to give instruction to the trus- 
tees as to their duties but to teach the cbil- 
dren that are put in their care. The man- 
agement of the schools is placed by the law 
in the hands of trustees and not of some 
federated employés. 

It is not certain that a majority of the 
members of the new school board will carry 
out the revolutionary policy which some of 
the trustées are known to favor. The re 
sponsibilities and obligations of office may 
have a sobering effect on some who have 
been classified as “ radicals.” The public 
will wait until there shall be some overt 
act imperiling the good government of the 
schools, before passing unfavorable judg- 
ment on the new board. If the fears enter- 
tained. by some are justified and the board’ 
prove itself incompetent, extravagant, and 
destructive of discipline and order in the 


—— ] schools, there will be a new mayor next 


spring and he will set matters right. 


REDUCTION OF GARBAGE. 

A step has been taken toward the abo- 
lition of the dump. A contract has been 
ordéred in accordance with which all gar- 
bage within a radius of five miles is to be 
delivered to a rendering plant situated 
near Bubbly creek. For the present the 
city will continue to be at some expense 
in the matter. The time will come when 
this city, like so many others, will make 
a profit from its refuse.. Although that 
time is still in the future, the expense to 
the city is to be less than in the old 
method, and .the city at least will be 
spared the further accumulation of ua- 
sightly and malodorous dumps. 

The valley of Hinmon or Gehenna, 
which was the dump of ancient Jerusa- 
lem, beeame a familiar symbol of the 
place of torment for the damned. The 
stench, the fires which were kept burning 
day and nght, and the annihilation of 
every trace of beauty or of use in that 
last abiding place of the foul and the 
worthless, suggested to the observer the 
fate of guilty souls. The Chicago dumps 
were certainly not so bad as that, but 
they were: not cheerful or wholesome 
places, to say nothing of the good land 
wasted. Originally placed on the out- 
skirts of the city where land was cheap 
and where there were no neighbors to be 
disturbed, the steady growth of the city 
has brought them well witi:in the popu- 
lated area and they have had the natural 
result of injuring values and destroying 
life. It may be hard to imagine why any 
one should choose to live opposite a dump, 
but cheapness working upon the mind of 
prospective purchaser or: tenant, in con- 
junction with optimistic ignorance, has 
induced many to brave the discomfort. 
The death rate of those districts shows 
the result. 

The problem of the disposal of 
waste of large cities has been studied 
scientifically in this country and abroad. 
As Chieago is the last of the large cities 
to approach the question, there is at the 
service of the city the net result of the 
costly experience of others. It is simply 
a matter of choosing among the plans 
devised and successfully operated. Some 
methods destroy all refuse, the newer 
methods utilize it. Fertilizer has been 
one of the most important products of 
the rendering works, electricity for heat, 
light and power seems likely to be the 
most profitable product in the future. 
When the garbage of Chicago is taken 
eare of by scientific and sanitary meth- 
ods the wild western wasteful days may 
be consideied ended and Chicago a city 
at last.

THE DISCREDITED EYE WITNESS. 

A Swiss professor has been making some 
experiments to test the reliability of the 
reports of an event given bY eye wit- 
nesses. In one instance he brought before 
his class of students a man whose body 
was covered with a white shroud and 
whose face was masked. The man stood 
before the class for ten seconds and then 
retired. After a few days the professor 
asked the members of the class to pick 
out the mask worn by the stranger from 
among several which lay upon the table. 
Only four out of two dozen stidents 
picked the right one, although it was dif- 
ferent in size and color from the. others. 
The rest either failed in the test or frank- 
ly confessed their inability to decide. 
From this and similar observations ‘he 
professor reached the conclusion that there 
is a great deterioration fn the powers of 
observation, and that this deterioration is 
the result of the high pressure of modern 
life. 

While many would doubt the value of 
such tests for proving the thing desired 
by the teacher, the fact is accepted gen- 
erally that the testimony of an eye wit- 
ness is not specially valuable, despite the 
presumption that one who was present 
when any'hing strange or unusual hap- 
pened ought to have seen what actually

What the eye sees is-largely a matter of 
training, and the eye memory is even 
more important in the case than the sight. 
The exceptional man is the “(Sherlock 
Holmes,” not the ordinary one. A farmer 
observes many things in the country which 
the city man fails to note, while conyerse- 
ly the city man sees many things in the 
farmer's own territory which the eyes of 
the latter never revealed to him. “ e 
cowslip by the river’s brim” cure 
suggestion far beyond the fields of beauty 
or botany.

The chances 
are, therefore, that it is not the high pres- 
sure of modern life which makes the 
powers of observation less effective, al- 
though people live fast, move fast, read 
fast, and skim things in every field of ob- 
servation. Rather, the present conditions 
are just like those always operative. It is 
more likely the lack of definite training of 
the eye, the lack of cultivation of eye 
memory, or the extremely common faults 
of eyesight, recognized by the individual 
or not, which discredit the reports which 
eye witnesses bring of an event, 


BAD ADVICE. 

Judge Chetlain asked the bar association 
to investigate him. He said he was willing 
to submit to “ the fullest and most searching 
examination.” The request was complied 
with and the inquiry begun. When the in- 
vestigating committee called for information 
about Judge Cheétlain’s dealings with banks 
and his salary vouchers, his counsel advised 
him not to give it on the ground that there 
was no excuse for an “ unlimited prying ” 
into purely personal and private affairs. 
Judge Chetlain says that, having put the 
matter in the hands of his counsel, he must 
follow their instructions. 

Nobody cares to have his private affairs, 
no matter how void of reproach they may be, 
exposed to the world. It is almost invaria- 
bly expedient for a client to follow the advice 
of counsel. It may be that Judge Chetlain’s 
counsel think the committee which hae his 
case in hand is merely fishing for informa- 
tion which possibly can be used against him, 
Nevertheless it would be wiser for a man 
circumstanced as Judge Chetlein is to lay 
bare his private affairs and let it be seen 
that they were all innocent, sooner than 
permit any one to say that he hes hidden 
something damaging to his judicial reputa- 
tion. It may be mortifying to him to dis- 
close additional instances of what he has 
called “improvidence and lack of proper 
prudence ir incurring considerable pecuni- 


ary obligations,” but he asked the bar asso- 


ciation to investigate his conduct because of 
serious imputations upon his character as 
a judge. In matters of that kind it may not 
be wise to follow the advice of counsel even 
though they be learned in the law. It is 
better to make everything public and dis- 
pose effectively of the imputations. Judge 
Chetlain’s counsel have givem him bad ad- 
vice. “4 Being conscious of innocence he 
should hold nothing back from the commit- 
tee. It is conducting an investigation—not 
a prosecution—which he himself asked for.

He 
has figured in several of the liberal adminis- 
trations as minister of war, but has been re~- 
garded with a certain amount of misgiving 
at court, partly because hie liberalism came 
dangerously near the border line of repub- 
licanism, and partly, too, on account of his 
relationship to Serrano, who was one of the 
chief factors in bringing about the overthrow 
of the Bourbon dynasty in Spain in-1868 and.

Lopez Dominguez is now a man of over 70. 
But in spite of his age he remains the most 
remarkable and popular figure in the Span- 
ish army, and in this way has the advantage 
of a prestige and of power which none of his 
recent predecessors as premier has enjoyed.

It is only through the mourning which has 
been donned by the widowed countess of Dud- 
ley and by the young marchioness of Bath 
that people have become aware of the recent 
death in Paris of Lady Mordaunt, who thus 
survived no less than six and thirty years 
the cause célébre of 1870, in which she 
played so prominent a role. The fedture o* 
the case was the action of the late Sir Charles 
Mordaunt In citing King-dward, then prince 
of Wales, ag one of the half-dozen co-respond- 
ents on the strength of the ravings of his 
unfortunate wife, while bereft of her reason, 
and likewise because, in accordance with the 
prescriptions of royal etiquette in England 
and other monarchical countries of Europe, 
all other visitors had been excluded on the 
two or three only occasions when the heir 
apparent called upon her at her hotel in Lon- 
don. 

The prince might have declined to appear, 
and might merely have sent an assertion of 
innocence by his attorney general. But he 
refused to take advantage of any preroga- 
tives of his rank where the fairname ofa 
woman was concerned, insisted upon taking 
his place in the witness box, and so entirely 
convinced the court of the innocence of his 
friendship with Lady Mordaunt that he was 
entirely absolved of all guilt. It is well to 
bear this in mind, for when ill natured peo- 
ple, with the object of injuring the king, re- 
call, as they are so fond of doing, his con- 
nection with the Mordaunt case, they always 
fail to add that he was acquitted of any 
wrongdoing in the matter by a jury composed 
of his own countrymen. 
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Two, of the other co-respondents—namely: 
Sir Frederick Johnstone and Lord Enniskil- 
len, then Viscount Cole—were less fortunate, 
and a verdict was delivered against them, 
though it was not until several years later, 
when Lady Mordaunt had recovered her rea- 
son, that the divorce was made absolute and 
Sir Charles Mordaunt rendered free to-wed 
aguin. 

The present Sir Osbert Mordaunt, one of 
the great landowners in Scotland, is the issue 
of this second marriage of Sir Charles. The 
latter refused to have anything whatsoever 
to do with the only child of his first wife, 
although he could not deprive her of his 
name. She was brought up by her aunt, the 
now widowed Lady Dudley, as her own 
daughter, made her début In society under 
her auspices, and married from her house the 
present marquis of Bath, who in point of rank 
and wealth wasat the time the greatest catch 
in the matrimonial market. Lady Bath, who 
always has been a particular favorite of 
Queen Alexandra and of the latter's daugh- 
ters, frequently their guest at Sandringham, 
both prior and subsequent to her marriage, 
of late years has developed an enthusiasm 
for Christian Science, which is rather a trial 
for her friends and admirers.

The late Lady Mordaunt, after she recov- 
ered her reason, settled down in Paris, where 
she was maintained im comfort and in lux- 
ury until her death the other day by her 
sister, Lady Dudley, whose frequent stays in 
the French capital were for the purpose of 
being with her. -Dvery one is aware of the 
reputation for beauty which the dowager 
Lady Dudley enjoyed for a quarter of a cen- 
tury and more, not only in England but 
throughout the whole of Europe. But only 
people of the older generation can bear trib- 
ute to the fact that Lady Mordaunt was 
still more fascinating—the loveliest, indeed, 
of all the lovely daughters of old Lady Lou- 
isa Moncrieffe, so famolusas a matchmaker.

When 
he returned the conversation reverted to 
the temperature, and I inquired if it would 
not be possible and profitable to run steam 
pipes through Chicago summer gardens or 
put up old fashioned base burner stoves 
here and there for use during July and Au- 
gust cold snaps. He thought it possible but 
not hygienic, and he cited Dr. Klebs and Dr. 
Billings and Olga Nethersole in proof of his 
contention. -Then wepad further discussion, 
which he tlluminateg@ by disapprobation of 
those who ride in automobiles and go down 
to the lake in yachts, and he drew a dis- 
paraging picture of fashionable society, in its 
relations to the garden waiter, as contrasted 
with the quiet, orderly, middle class people, 
whose only screaming vices are excessive 
pompadours and inexhaustible chewing 
gum.

As an illustration of what is of special in- 
terest at the present time, we may refer to 
the explanation of the causes of earthquakes. 
The earth is supposed to have been at one 
time wholly or largely in a molten state, 
which, gradually cooling, a solid crust, most- 
ly of rock, is formed upon its surface. The 
cooling still continuing, and the volume 
shrinking, caused many changes in its sur- 
face, which in some cases formed wrinkles, 
or ranges of mountain, and in other and more 
=—— cases caused fractures in the rocky 

‘The most usual earthquake is sup- 
veser rl to be caused by the slipping upon each 
other of the fractured, or, ae usually desig- 
nated, the faulted rocks. Many causes may 
result in such slipping; the shrinking of the 
foundation, steam generated from water fil- 
tering through the shell to where the heat 
converts it into steam, at times under great 
pressure; gas formed which may explode, etc. 


The second and third volumes, recently 
issued, deal at first and with great fullnees 
of the probabilities as to the formation of the 
solar syétem of which the earth is a part. 
The nebular hypothesis, which is usually at- 
tributed to La Place, who was ite ablest ex- 
ponent, is first considered. In a few words, 
this hypothesis supposes a vast body of most- 
ly gaseous matter, much larger than is in- 
cluded in the orbit of the planet Neptune, 
which is revolving about ite center; is con- 
stantly shrinking and becoming hotter; and 
finally rotates so rapidly that a ring is thrown 
off from its surface, which begins its own 
existence as an independent body; and the 
ring, breaking in pleces, finally shrinks and 
by gravity is concentrated into a solid body, 
a planet. The process’being continued, other 


are thus separated from the central mass, 
which forms the sun. Several of the planets 
going through a similar process throw off 
similar rings, which form subsidiary bodies 
or moons. 


universal acquiescence by scientists for more 
than 100 years. Recently, however, careful 
research has developed many facts in astro- 
nomical phenomena at variance with the 


substantially abandoned. 

Another hypothesis which has had many 
advocates is known as the meteoric hypoth- 
esis. In brief, this is that infinite space was 
at one time pervaded by an infinite number 
of small bodies like the meteorites which now 
occasionally fall upon the earth; that as 
they were in constant motion the larger ones 
would@ attract to themselves the smaller 
bodies which passed near them, and, thus 
growing, would more and more attract oth- 
ers until the result would be a solar syetem 
with a central sun and its outlying planets. 
This hypothesis, while simple, has so many 
weak points that it has been practically 
abandoned by astronomers. 


The third and most recent hypothesis, 
which is now known as the planetismal hy- 
pothesis, is the contribution of Dr. Thomas C. 
Chamberlin to astronomical science. Dr. 
Chamberlin has won his world wide recogni- 
tion as a geologist, and geology—the story of 
our earth—in its broadest terms embraces 
astronomy, chemistry, and physics. A full 
statement of this later hypothesis ig not pos- 
sible in the Mmited space at our disposal. 
One of the strongest arguments against the 
nebular hypothesis and in favor of the plan- 
etismal is that In the vast number of nebule 
brought to light by modern telescopes and 
photography no circular or globular nebul@ 
are found, but the spiral form is almcst uni- 
versal. In the spiral nebul@ is usually one 
bright spot and several other smaller knots, 
brighter than the mass; and as the ages pass 
the large and luminous point niay develop 
into a sun and the others into its attendant 
planets. This might develop a system with- 
out the molten center to the planets, and 
thus give a planet an almost endless life. | 

If the molten center gradually cools, a 
pericd may come when the earth ceases to 
be habitable by any form of animal life. 
This might require hundreds of thousands 
or even of millions of years; while omitting 
the molten center, which depends upon the 
doctrine of development from a gaseous neb- 
ula, and conceiving of an earth from the 
planetismal origin, no limit need be assigned 
to the. habitability of the earth. In this 
event the author sees a reasonable hope of 
“a higher evolution than is now reached, 
with attainments beyond present comprehen- 


sion.”’

NOTIFY CITY ‘PRICES ARE LOW 
ENOUGH NOW. 

Their Counsel, William 4G. Beale, 
Writes to Chairman Young of the 
Council Committee That . They 
Would Oppose Any Further Reduc- 
tion for Long Time to Come and 
That There Would Be Objection to 
City’s Experts Examining Books, 


The Edison and Commonwealth companies 
| politely tol@ the city yesterday they had no 
present intention of reducing their rates for 
electric light lower than the recent cut they 
made. Theinformation came in a letter from 
William G. Beale, counse! for the companies, 
to Chairman Young of the council commit- 
tee on gas, in which the request of the com- 


mittee to be allowed to put its examiners on 
the companies’ books to get data for an 
ordinance fixing the rates was refused. 

The companies did offer, however, to allow 
a committeé composed of James B. For- 
gan, Victor F. Lawson, and Bion J. Arnold 
to examine their books as to capitalization 
and operating expenses, in order to save 
the city money to pay the cost of the experts 
they might employ. 

Letter from Mr. Beale. 

Among other things Mr. Beale wrote: 

‘A gufficient examination of the books of 
the companies for all proper purposes of your 
committee is a simple matter, {t can be 
shown in a few minutes that the companies 
are not making excessive dividends, as their 
entire net earnings for the last year were 
only 8% per cent on their full valuation for 
taxation purposes in that year. Out of this 
had to be paid interest, dividencs, deprecia- 
tion, and sinking fund. 

“In view of the conspicuous lack of fair- 
ness with which the companies have recently 
been treated in certain potent quarters, I 
might imagine your committee will not be 
greatly surprised by my saying that the 
companies do not look favorably on your re- 
quest. 

“Your committee unanimously recom- 
mended an ordinance which was vetoed ina 
message abounding In errors, and an oppor- 
tunity sought by the companies to forestall 
these errors by giving information was denied 
them. Had they been given a hearing I 
think the city council would hardly have been 
told that electric light is being sold in Cleve- 
land at 6% cents a kilowatt hour.”’ 


Unwilling to Reduce Rates. 

Mr. Beale then went on to say the rate in 
Cleveland is 12% cents, and added: 

“Our present rates, by voluntary reduc- 
tion, are now the same as those recommended 
by the committee and are as low as the com- 
panies are willing to establish now or in the 
near future, and they do not see any good 
réason for complying with the request.”’ 

However, he wrote the companies were 

willing to allow the men named to go over 
their capitalization and operating accounts 
if the city wanted the information, and ooa- 
eluded: 
“None of the gentlemen named is a stock- 
holder in either of the companies or has any 
business relation to either, as far as I can 
learn.” : 

Mayor Likes New Phone Ordinance, 


Mayor Dunne saidin the afternoon that as 
far as he had examined it he thought well 
of the telephone ordinance offered by the 
Manufacturers’ association. 

“It certainly is a much better arrangement 
than the one proposed by the present com- 
pany,” said. he, “ and offers better terms both 
to the city and the subscribers. 

“As I understand the ordinance, it pro- 
poses a maximum flat rate for business 
phones of $90, graduated down to $60, and 
for résidences of $60, graduated down to $15. 
It offers to pay the city 25 per cent of the 
net profits, to sell to the city after twenty 
years for the value of its tangible property 
plus 5 per cent, or to sel] to any company 
the city may designate at the same terme. 

“Of course, nothing can be done about 
the ordinance until after the council vaca- 
tion, and it was not introduced in the coun- 
cil Monday night for that reason. The idea 
fs to have the fullest discussion and there is 
no special hurry about the matter. 

“The company agrees to have 25,000 in- 
struments in operation by 1908 and 50,000 
by 1910. Also that the rates shall remain 
fixed as long as no other company is granted 
. franchise.”

Railroad Commissioners Deny 
Road Is Favored in Clas- 
sification. 


DENEEN IS WRATHY, TOO. 


Governor Personally Denounces 
Writer; Long Statement 
Is Issued. 


Springfield, Tll., July 10.—[Special.]—Fol- 
lowing a session of the railroad and ware- 
house commission, lasting all day, and a con- 
ference with Gov. Deneen tonight, the com- 
mission gave out a statement refuting the 
charge to the effect that the Louisville and 
Nashvijle road had been placed In 4 favored 
classification. 

The writer of the article was present at 
the meeting tonight and the governor de- 
nounced him personally. 

The statement issued says that the article 
amounted to a misrepresentation of the facts, 
The interviews had with Secretary Kilpat- 
rick and Commissioner Neville are repudi- 
ated. 

The boaré announced that Gov. Deneen had 

not influenced it in making the classification 
and supports its finding at the original hear- 
ing. In part the statement says: - 
“Tt is evident that the writer of the article 
misstated the facts regarding the interviews 
published. No suggestion was made to the 
members of the commission by Gov. Deneen 
regarding the classification of the road, nor 
was he present at the hearing of testimony or 
argumenis in relation to the Louisville and 
Nashville railroad. The classification was 
made solely upon the testimony produced at 
this trial, which is published in the record. 

“The so-called interviews are so distorted 
in the article referred to that they amount to 
a complete misrepresentation. The writer 
called upon Mr. Neville at Bloomington and 
informed him that the Louisville and Nash- 
ville railroad was earning 19.67 per cent upon 
it@ valuation. Mr. Neville stated to him that 
if that was a fact a mistake had been made, 
but ‘that such was not the fact, in his Judg- 
ment, and he — it was less than 4 per 
cent.” 

Kilpatrick Cries “Falsehood,” Too. 


Secretary Kilpatrick of the board, who 
was quoted as explaining the road’s classifi- 
cation as having been made because of Gov. 
Deneen’s friendship for Attorney Hamill, 
repudiated the interview. 

Regarding the standing of the road, the 
statement says: 

“The Louisville and Nashville railroad 

pany does not own a line of railroad ex- 
tending from East St. Louis, lll., to Evans- 
ville, Ind. The Southeast and St. Louls rail- 
road company is the owner, and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad operates it under 
a lease made Jan. 27, 1881, for a period of 
forty-nine years. 

“The capital stock of the Southeast and 
St. Louis railroad is $1,000,000. This stock 
has never been listed on the New York stock 
exchange and never has been quoted as hav- 
ing any market value. The bonded indebted- 
ness is $6,500,000; $3,500,000 of this sum is 6 
per cent bonds and $3,000,000 is 3 per cents. 

“Linder the terms of this lease the Louis- 
ville and Nashville railroad company pays a 
rental to the owners and pays all operating 
expenses, taxes, and interest on the bonded 
indebtedness. If the earnings of the road 
are not sufficient in any one year to pay these 
expenses the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road company, under the terms of the lease, 
is required to pay them out of its own treas- 
ury. 

Road a Money Loser. 

“From 1881 to about 1902 the property did 
not earn a sufficient amount to pay operating 
expenses, taxes, and interest on bonded in- 
debtedness, and whatever the deficit was 
each year the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road company paid out of its treasury. 

“In the year 1904, the most prosperous In 
the history of the road, when the business 
handled was greater than ever before on ac- 
count of a temporary increase brought about 
by the world’s fair at St. Louis, after deduct- 
ing the cost of general expenses, conducting 
transportation, maintenance of way, and 
equipment, and interest on bonded indebted- 
ness and taxes, chargeable to domestic traffic 
or traffic moved wholly within the state of 
Illinois, allowing only 10 per cent for addi- 
tional cost of handling domestic business as 
compared with interstate business, the per 
cent on the assessed value of the road as 
valued and assessed by the state board of 
equalization for that year on domestic busl- 
ness was only 3.16 per cent.”’ 


SENDS BACK O’LEARY’S MAIL.

Like a Lottery. 


Scores of fat letters containing money and 
checks intended for “Jim’’ O’Leary, the 
gambler, arriving In Chicago yesterday, 
were stamped at the postoffice, and returned 
to their writers.

NEW YORK, July 10.—{Special.}--Traders 
in the stock exchange today gave up all at- 
tempts to fight the chillness which became 
evident yesterday and the market fell into 
a condition of lethargy, complete stagnation 
ruling at times, and the total amount of trad- 
ing in the morning, the period when most of 
the transactions are made, was less than 
150,000 shares.

The hope that the appearance of the gov- 
ernment crop report would revive the market 
was false, as it had no effect, and another 
source of hope was pushed down when de- 
nialg were made that railroad loans had 
been secured in Paris. 

Much attention was attracted by the ab- 
stracts sent out from Washington of the 
condition of national banks as of June 18 
and its striking showing of the continued 
heavy demand for credits. Compared with 
the prévious call on April 6, there has been 
an increase of $77,405,752 in individual de- 
posits accompanying an expansion of $30,- 
738,78T in cash reserves with a growth in 
the loan item tn the same time of $65,713,380. 
But compared with May 29 of last year the 
growth of $272,215,148 in individual deposits 
lg parallel with the heavy increase of $307,- 
719,750 in the loan item, while the cash re- 


werves are only $1,968,560 greater than they 


were in the corresponding period of last year. 
The New York banks today began the re- 
turn of government deposits, which are 
called for to the extent of $10,000,000 be- 
ginning today. 

The money market was unaffected owing 
to the extreme stagnation of the stock mar- 
ket demand. One of the largest individual 
lenders of money in Wall street was reported 
to have put out large sums carrying over the 
end of the year at 5% per cent today.

UPTURN AILS #0 APPEAR 


COURSE OF MARKET A pIsaP- 
POINTMENT TO LONGS, 


Conditions in Wall Street Greatly 
Change@ Since Last Year—Large 
Interests Consider a Decline  In- 
evitable—More Bonds. to Become 
Available. for Bank Circulation— 
Aurora, Elgin and Chicago Annual 
Statement. 


The course of the market in the last two 
days has proved a disappointment to those 
bulls who thought prices were due for an 
upturn. The upturn may come yet, but its 
unsubstantial character will soon be demon- 
strated. 

Conditions in Wall street are greatly 
changed compared with last year. The 
change has come so gradually that it is only 
by measuring the full distance traveled that 
appreciation can be had. Ohe factor is that 
of the insurance companies. It is no longer 
possible for a member of the firm of J. P. 
Morgan & Co. td, handle the cash resources 
of the New York Life Insurance company in 
furthering a deal. By this it is not meant to 
suggest an illegitimate deal, but any deal. 
The treasuries of the insurance companies 
are for the time being practically closed to 
the speculative markets. The effect of the 
withdrawal of such resources does not end 
with the withdrawal itself. The disturbance 
of relations is much more far reaching. 

Another factor is the withdrawal of de 
posits from national banks by trust compa- 
nies in order that they may carry in their 
vaults a cash reserve. While the law is 
being evaded through the operation of mak- 
ing reciprocal deposits, still this latter prac- 
tice is probably limited and will in time be 
corrected. The money that 1s held in re- 
serve by the trust companies will not be 
available for market purposes. 

As to the country’s prosperity, it is un- 
doubted and its volume is so great that it® 
has suggested to the large Wall street inter- 
ests that it may not be expected to grow 
greater. Then, like the traveler at the top 
of the mountain, from:their viewpoint, it 
can move in but one direction—down. It 
must be admitted there is much sentiment 
in this, but the market operator has discov- 
ered what sentiment cando. Sentiment can 
overcome or ignore difficulties when they ac- 
tually exist and it can imagine and be 
guided by them when they do not exist. Sen- 
timent and the money of the large interests 
are not with the market. Those who feel 
they can follow room traders for a turn may 
possibly engage with profit in speculation. 


More Bonds for Bank Circulation. 


In its July bond circular the Nationa! City 
bank discusses the importance of the $30,- 
000,000 Panama canal 2 per cent bond issue. 
It says: 

“The action of the secretary is more far 
reaching than merely the injection into the 
situation of §30,000,000 new 2s, important as 
that alone would be. It marks apparently 
the definite decision of the administration 
to build the canal with the proceeds of bonds 
and to pay off in cash as much ag possibile 
of the $117,000,000 outstanding 4s, which 
mature next June, instead of refunding them 
inte 2s. That would seem to be the policy, 
because it is hardly presumable that the 
treasury would put out $30,000,000 new 2s at 
a time when the government’s cash balance 
stands at §$175,000,000 and its interest free 
Geposite in banks were $95,000,000 unless it 
is its policy to use a large part of this cash 
balance In paying off the 46 at maturity. 

“Such a decision is of the first order of 
importance In regard to the future of the 
government bond market, but it ts of even 
more importance in regard to the future of 
the currency, for it means that within the 
next twelVe months there will become avall- 
able as a basis for new circulation not less 
than $125,000,000 additional government 
bonds. 

“ No matter what proportion of the 4s may 
be paid off, or what proportion refunded into 
2s, the effect will be that practically $95,- 
000,000 bonds that are now in the hands of 
individuals will be converted into a form 
where they will become available for circu- 
lation. We see, then, that there will be- 
come available for circulation $125,000,000 
fresh bonds within the next twelve montha. 
It is easy to see this is not alone a factor of 
first importance In the bond market but that 
it promises a large increase in the circulat- 
ing notes of national banks.’’ 


Fall Money Demand. 

Touching on the autumn crop demand the 
circular continues: 

“It is to be noted as having a bearing on 
the fall movement of money that the treas- 
ury is well In funds. A sum exceeding $75,- 
000,000 is held at present by the treasury in 
its own vaults. In a few days the $10,000,000 
distributed among the depositary banks 
about the first of March will have been re- 
turned, although it is likely the treasury soon 
will put it out again as the result of nego- 
tiations looking to the acceptance of city of 
San Francisco bonds as security for public 
moneys deposited with the banks of that 
place. 

‘**It must be borne in mind also in consid- 
ering whatever measure of relief the treas- 
ury can extend this coming fall, should there 
be any necessity for such relie?, that the pro- 
ceeGa._of the Panama bonds also wil! be avail- 
able for distribution among depositary 
banks. Therefore while it is likely July and 
August may show deficiencies in the reve- 
nues, as ig customary, there ils every reason 
to believe that the secretary of the treasury 
will have abundant méans at his command

PLAN CAMPAIGN TO SECURE 
FUNDS FOR PHTHISIS FIGHT. 


Chicago Tuberculosis Institute Members 
Hope to Win Aid Through Charter 
Legislation. 


A campaign to secure funds for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis in Chicago was planned 
yesterday at the bi-monthly meeting of the 
executive committee of the Chicago Tuber- 


| ¢Culosis institute. Although efforts are being 


made to secure donations for summer camps 
and other means of treatment, the physicians 
and societies interested in the work pin most 
of their hopes for adequate funds on the 
charter legislation. 

A committee consisting of Dr. Henry B. 
Favill, Dr. Frank Billings, and Mrs. Lenora 
Hamlin of the institute was appointed to 
confer with the charter convention with re- 
gard to additional revenue for the depart- 
ment of health. 

The limitations of the health department 
cannot be relieved, in the opinion of the phy- 
siclans, until it secures a greater share of 
the city revenue. The institute will endeayor 
to secure more careful reporting’of cases of 
tuberculosis by attending physicians to the 
health department. 

Mrs. Hamlin made a report of an inspection 
of New York methods of handling tubercu- 
losis, explaining how large sums were spent 


in’ hospitals, summer camps, and private 
homes. 

"There is much that is encouraging else- 
where and much that is discouraging here,’’ 
said Dr. Favill. “Our necessity is chiefly 
money, and efforts must be made to get it. 
We shall appeal to the charter convention 
and shall endeavor to arouse public feeling 
on the subject.” ' 

The institute has raised $1,000 for summer 
camps through the auxiliary committee, but 
has been obliged to abandon its plan of hav- 
ing tents in one of the parks, the south park 
board having declined to listen to a proposi- 
tion to that effect. 


MRS. KELLY,TO STAY IN OFFICE. 


Court Stenographer Wizs Suit Which 
Was Brought Seeking to 
Oust Her. 


Mrs. A. L. Kelly, official court stenogra- 
pher for Judge Mack, won a victory in Judge 
Chytraus’ court yesterday in the quo war- 
ranto proceedings begun against her by 
members of the Chicago Court Reporters’ 
association. The association sought to oust 
Mrs. Kelly from the position to which she 
was appointed by the late Judge Tuley in 
1899. The appointment does not expire until 
1908, according to the decision given by 
Judge Chytraus, though members of the 
reporters’ association contend that the ap- 
pointment expired with the death of the late 
jurist. 

Trouble between Mrs. Kelly and the ste- 
nographers’ association began immediately 
after the death of Judge Tuley. 

It was brought to a climax three months 
ago when Judge Mack refused to grant a 
decree of divorce to a woman whose lawyer 
insisted that Miss Martha Elvert, a ste- 
nographer, prepare the certificate of evi- 
dence. Judge Mack said he was willing to 
accept Mrs. Kelly’s transcript, but the 
lawyer was insistent and a decree was 
denied. The quo warranto proceedings were 
then begun. Mrs. Kelly has practiced in the 
Chicago courts for more than thirty years.
